The  do's  and  don'ts  of  drinkin 


Alcohol  Awareness  week  has 
been  a  very  important  tradition  to 
the  students  at  Cal  Lutheran.  The 
events  were  designed  to  teach 
students  about  the  do's  and  don'ts 
of  drinking  ...how  you  could  have  a 
great  time  just  by  relaxing. 

It  also  brought  home  some  pretty 
hard  subjects. A  smashed-up  car  in 
the  middle  of  campus  graphically 
illustrated  the  risks  involved  in 
drinking  and  driving. 

This  year,  the  Residence  Life  staff 
helped  highlight  another  negative 
aspect  of  drinking  and  driving. 
During  Alcohol  Awareness  Week, 
the  CLU  campus  was  visited  by 
two  special  guests,  Ventura  County 
Sheriff  Department  Deputies  Brad 
Clifton  and  John  Popp.  who  de- 
scribed how  they  dealt  with  sus- 
pected drunken  drivers  they  pulled 
over. 

To  make  the  situation  more 
realistic.  Residence  Life  staff  al- 
lowed a  handful  of  CLU  students  to 
get  drunk.  After  the  talk  by  the 
deputies,  the  staff  brought  out  the 
"drunks"  to  take  a  standardized 
sobriety  test  used  by  the  Sheriff's 
department. 

A  few  of  these  tests  included 
walking  a  straight  line,  balancing  on 
one  foot  for  an  extended  period  of 
time,  touching  one's  fingertip  to  the 
nose  and  even  a  breathalizer  test. 

The  results  from  the  breathalizer 
test  were  very  surprising  to  the

audience.  In  California,  the  blood 
alcohol  level  (BAL)  for  illegal  driving 
is  0.08  percent.  It  has  been  deter- 
mined that,  for  every  hour  after 
drinking,  the  BAL  drops  0.015.  The 
tests  were  taken  about  one  hour 
after  the  volunteers  had  stopped 
drinking  and  their  measured  BAL's 
were:

Patrick  Mathis  0.091 

Maritza  Oliva  0.099 

Melissa  Wade  0.097

De  donde  eres?  That  was 
the  main  question  asked 
throughout  the  Fall  1 995 
Mainstage  CLU  production  "De 
Donde,"  directed  by  Ken  Gard- 
ner. What  made  this  production 
such  a  success  was  its  sensitiv- 
ity to  the  topic  of  immigration  to 
the  United  States  and  to  depict 
the  plight  of  the  immigrant. 

In  many  ways,  becoming 
the  characters  proved  to  be  a 
challenge  to  many  of  the  ac- 
tors. Rachel  Oliveros-Larsen, 
who  played  Felicia  and  Luz, 
said,  "the  biggest  challenge 
was  living  up  to  the  responsibil- 
ity to  realistically  convey  to  the 
audience  the  suffering  of  hu- 
manity my  heritage  had  shared. 
I  wanted  people  to  walk  away 
having  been  affected  by  our 
message."  She  went  on  to 
explain  that  "when  I  was  im- 
mersed in  my  character,  at 
times,  1  really  felt  such  sad- 
ness." Edgar  Aguirre,  who 
played  Teto  and  Alirio,  found 
familiarity  with  both  his  charac- 
ters. He  empathized  with  "the 
political  fervor,  love  for  national- 
ism, and  young  idealism"  of 
Alirio.  Aguirre  saw  that  his  other 
character,  Teto,  used  his  job  as 
a  "conduit  to  release  his  anger." 
However,  he  saw  Teto  as  "a 
human  being  doing  his  job  who 
found  pride  in  doing  his  job." 

This  play,  in  particular  dealt 
with  the  issue  of  where  we  are 
from  and  what  it  is  that  makes 
us  who  we  are.  Is  it  not  reason- 
able to  say  that  we  are  influ- 
enced by  our  birthplace,  but  are 
even  more  shaped  by  the  cul- 
ture in  which  we  live  and  the 
learning  that  goes  on  through- 
out our  lives?  "De  Donde"  chal- 


lenged many  of  the  actors  to 
think  about  the  injustices  that 
go  on  in  the  process  of  gaining 
asylum  to  the  United  States. 
Many  horror  stories  of  immi- 
grants could  be  heard  and 
seen  throughout  the  play. 

One  character  in  particular, 
whose  name  was  Extrana  (the 
stranger)  goes  through  many 
trials  as  she  runs  away  from 
her  home  in  Guatemala  be- 
cause her  family  and  home  no 
longer  exist.  She  leaves  be- 
cause, if  she  stays,  it  will  mean 
certain  death.  She  runs  away 
because  her  government, 
which  is  so  corrupt,  will  not 
help  her,  but  looks  away  as 
soldiers  kill  her  parents,  incar- 
cerate her  brother,  and  rape 
and  abduct  her  sister.  Once  she 
passes  the  U.S.  border,  she 
finds  herself  in  an  equally  dan- 
gerous environment,  where  she 
faces  rape  threats  by  an  INS 
officer.  So,  it  would  seem  that 
in  some  ways  ,  not  much  var- 
ies from  country  to  country. 

There  are  many  other  ex- 
amples of  hardships  that  not 
only  immigrants,  but  also  Latin- 
Americans  must  deal  with.  The 
question  for  the  immigrants 
than  becomes  how  do  they 
assimilate  or  does  the  United 
States  assimilate  them  once 
they  have  been  given  asylum? 
For  Latin-Americans,  the  ques- 
tion is  how  do  we  keep  our 
identity  and  remember  our 
roots?  These  are  pressing  ques- 
tions not  only  for  immigrants  or 
Latin-Americans,  but  for  every- 
one, regardless  of  color  or  race. 
How  do  we  remember  our 
roots  and  how  are  they  incorpo- 
rated into  our  lives?

"There  is  an  old  saying:  vThe 
person  who  knows  only  one  lan- 
guage knows  none.'  1  would  modify 
that  vthe  person  who  knows  one 
country  knows  none.'" 

That  thinking,  Dr.  Ernst  Tonsing 
said,  is  the  reasoning  behind  leading 
a  study  tour  of  students  during  winter 
break.  Ten  students  and  one  nonstu- 
dent  received  a  taste  of  Tonsing's 
philosophy  as  they  traveled  with  him 
to  the  countries  of  Greece,  Jordan 
and  Israel.  Over  18  days,  the  troupe 
visited  many  places  to  learn  more 
about  their  historical  and  biblical  past. 

Starting  in  the  southern  Greek  city 
of  Athens  and  traveling  to  Thessonica 
in  the  northern  region  of  Macedonia, 
the  tour  took  the  students  to  many 
ancient  locations. 

The  tour  of  Athens  included  a  visit 
to  the  Greek  marketplace  character- 
ized by  shops,  theaters 
and  a  mint.  The  group 
visited  the  Acropolis, 
home  to  the  architec- 
tural wonder,  the 
Parthenon.  In  the 
National  Archeological 
Museum,  there  were 
works  such  as  the 
Cyladic  figure,  "The 
Harpist."  and  the  bronze 
statue,  "Poseidon  of 
Artmision." 

In  Pella  they  visited 
Alexander  the  Great's 
boyhood  palace,  includ- 
ing the  theater  in  which  his  father  was 
assassinated;  in  Dion  where  he 
trained  and  sent  forth  his  troops  to 
conquer  the  world  and;  in  Vergina 
where  his  father  and  son  where 
buried  along  with  a  vast  treasure  of 
gold,  silver  and  military  artifacts. 

The  students  saw  where  St.  Paul 
was  imprisoned  for  a  time  in  Phillipi 
and  visited  Thessonica  where  St. 
Paul's  letters  to  the  Thessonicians 
were  addressed. 

An  extra  bonus  was  when  they 
experienced  the  Epiphany,  which  is 
celebrated  in  Greece  on  Jan.  6.   It  is 
the  day  gifts  are  exchanged  in  re- 
membrance of  the  gifts  the  three  Magi 
brought  to  Jesus.  The  group  wit- 
nessed the  tradition  in  which  the 
priest  blesses  the  water  with  a  gold 
cross  and  throws  it  in  the  water.  The 
young  men  then  dive  in  to  retrieve  it. 
It  is  believed  that  whoever  claims  the 
cross  possess  good  luck  for  the  rest 
of  the  year. 

Next  they  journeyed  to  Israel, 
where  the  group  was  inundated  with 
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sites  that  were  connected  with  the 
lives  of  Jesus  and  his  followers.  Led 
by  a  Palestinian  guide,  Aladdin,  the 
group  visited  sites  within  the  flourish- 
ing city  of  Jerusalem  This  included 
the  Temple  Mount,  which  is  consid- 
ered sacred  by  the  Islamic,  Christian 
and  Jewish  religions.  The  Muslims 
believed  that  inside  the  Dome  of  the 
Rock,  the  prophet  Mohammed  as- 
cended into  heaven  on  his  night 
journey.  Christians  and  Jews  believe 
that  it  is  the  site  where  Abraham 
almost  sacrificed  his  son,  Isaac  to 
God  to  show  his  faithfulness.  How- 
ever, the  Muslims  believe  that  it  was 
Ismael  who  was  almost  sacrificed 
and  not  Isaac. 

They  walked  along  the  Via 
Dolorosa,  the  "Way  Sorrows,"  which  is 
believed  to  have  been  the  path  Jesus 
took  from  the  site  where  he  was 

condemned  to  Calvary. 
Many  believe  the  tradition 
that  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre  is  the  site 
of  the  Crucifixion  and 
Jesus'  tomb;  another 
tradition  claims  it  was  at 
the  Garden  Tomb.  A 
walk  from  the  top  of  the 
Mount  of  Olives  led  to 
Gethsemane,  which 
marks  His  betrayal  by 
Judas. 

Other  highlights  in 
Israel  included  visits  to 
the  lush  green  area  of  the 
Sea  of  Galilee.  At  the  Church  of  the 
Nativity  in  Bethlehem  they  where  to 
walk  inside  the  grotto  believed  to 
have  been  Jesus's  birthplace. 

Two  other  noteworthy  places 
were  the  ruins  of  Qumran,  where  the 
monks  had  copied  the  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls,  and  Massada  high  above  the 
desert  and  overlooking  the  Dead  Sea. 
This  is  where  about  950  Jews  chose 
suicide  rather  than  death  or  slavery 
from  the  attacking  Romans. 

Although  little  time  was  spent  in 
Jordan,  the  group  viewed  the  remains 
of  Petra  and  Jeresh,  significant  in  their 
own  ways.  Occupied  since  2000  B.C. 
and  home  to  the  Nabateans  and  their 
culture,  its  most  famous  landmark  for 
many  Americans  is  the  treasure  seen 
in  the  movie  "Indiana  Jones  and  the 
Last  Crusade."  Several  members  of 
the  group  took  turns  riding  a  camel 
and  also  purchased  items  from  local 
sellers,  descendants  of  the  original 
Nabateans. 

Students  had  an  opportunity  to 
learn  about  ancient  as  well  as  current

"The  people  were  the  highlight  of 
the  trip  for  me  because  of  the  differ- 
ent cultures  they  represented,"  said 
Taryn  Hannon,  sophomore. 

"This  is  a  fascinating  and  diverse 
world  we  live  in  and  our  live  are 
being  influenced  with  great  intensity 
by  peoples,  cultures,  languages, 
business  and  ideas,"  said  Tonsing. 
"To  be  an  educated  person  and  a 
responsible  citizen  of  the  world,  it  is 
not  only  useful,  but  imperative  we 
travel."

ch-ch-changes 

1 995-96  marked  some  major  internal  and 
external  changes  on  the  campus 


Every  year  the  face  of 
CLU    changes,    leaving 
each     graduating     class 
with     landmarks     that     are 
unique    to    that    group    of 
individuals.     And      1 995- 
96    certainly    left    its 
share    of   changes    to    the 
university. 

This  was  the  year  the 
school  completed  its 
linkup  to  the  world  with 
CLUnet,  the  campus's 
onramp  to  the  informa- 
tion superhighway.  The 
project  to  link  class- 
rooms, dorms  and  of- 
fices on  campus  began 
last  year  when  the  Board 
of  Regents  approved 
nearly  $2  million  for  the 
first  phase  of  the  linkup. 

The  58  miles  of 
fiberoptic  cable  used  to 
connect  CLUnet  allows 
everyone  on  campus  to 
communicate  with  a 
professor,  parents  or 
someone  in  another 
country  via  e-mail.  Stu- 
dents have  access 
through  the  World  Wide 
Web  to  research  previ- 
ously undreamed  of. 
Professors  began  to 
organize  class  around 
the  new  technology  and 
could  exchange  ideas 
with  colleagues. 

"The  installation  of 
CLUnet  ...  has  opened  a 


gateway  to  the  future  that 
has  few  peers  in  American 
education,"  President 
Luther  Luedtke  com- 
mented. 

The  future-altering 
project  was  overseen  by 
Kenneth  Pflueger  and  the 
staff  of  the  new  Office  of 
Information  Systems  and 
Services. 

But  computers  weren't 
the  only  revolution  hap-

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pening  on  campus,  the 
student  governing  system 
also  received  a  shake  up. 
The  old  system  included  a 
large  body  made  up  of 
class  officers,  executive 
officers,  a  commuter  rep 
and  a  variety  of  nonvoting 
commissioners.  The  new 
system  was  divided  into 
three  boards  --  Senate, 
Programs  Board  and  Judi- 
cial Board  --  and  three 
standing  committees  — 
Publications,  Records  and 
Finance,  and  Election. 
The  change  was  led  by 


Mark  Schoenbeck,  presi- 
dent of  the  Associated 
Students  of  CLU,  and  three 
others  who  attended  a 
Lutheran  Leadership  con- 
ference in  Minnesota  and 
learned  how  other  sys- 
tems were  set  up.  Upon 
returning,  a  Constitution 
Revision  Committee  was 
set  up  to  work  on  a  new 
system. 

Some  changes  were 
less  revolutionary,  but 
nonetheless  jarring.  Take, 
for  instance,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  Student 
Pavilion  in  the  area  be- 
tween the  Gym,  Student 
Union  Building  and  Little 
Theatre.  In  place  of  the 
old,  broken  blacktop  was 
created  a  new  outdoor 
cafe-style  area  that  could 
be  used  for  a  variety  of 
functions,  such  as  the 
Homecoming  dance. 

Another  long-awaited 
change  was  the  installation 
of  an  automatic  teller  ma- 
chine on  campus.  CLU's 
isolation  from  any  busi- 
ness area  made  access  to 
quick  cash  very  inconve- 
nient and  student  govern- 
ments had  been  trying 
unsuccessfully  to  have  an 
ATM  on  campus  for  years. 
Now  students  can  hit  the 
machine  for  a  trip  to  the 
Bookstore  or  to  get  some

1 995-96  was  also  a 
year  of  changing  faces 
among  the  people  of  the 
CLU  community  as  well. 
Dr.  Ted  Labrenz,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  English  faculty 
since  1969,  retired,  as  did 
John  Solem,  who  joined 
the  Art  Department  in 
1 967,  and  Dr.  Byron 
Swanson,  who  came  to 
the  Religion  Department  in 
1 979.  All  retired  prior  to 
the  '95-96  school  year. 
Football  Coach  Joe  Harper 
was  replaced  after  the  '95 
season  by  Scott  Squires. 

This  was  the  first  year 
that  Dr.  Jack  Ledbetter  did 
not  oversee  The  Morning 
Glory,  CLU's  multi-award- 
winning  literary  magazine 
that  Ledbetter  founded  in 
1 970.  He  was  replaced  by 
Dr.  Joan  Wines. 

It  was  also  a  strong 
year  for  academics  at  Cal 
Lutheran.  The  Communi- 
cations Department  added 
a  new  major  —  marketing, 
which  combined  journal- 
ism, public  relations,  ad- 
vertising, media  produc- 
tion, finance,  research  and 
accounting. 

The  Biology  Depart- 
ment received  a  $  l  .5  mil- 
lion grant  to  establish  the 
Fletcher  Jones  Endowed 
Chair  in  Developmental 
Biology,  which  came  just  a 
few  months  after  CLU's 
first  endowed  chair,  The 
Gerhard  and  Olga  Belgum 
Chair  in  Confessional  The- 
ology, was  established.

Hedda.  played  by  Tracy 
Bersley,  seemed  to  be 
trapped  by  her  circum- 
stances. She  was  forced  to 
accept  what  society  and 
her  world  demanded;  at 
the  same  time,  she  was 
unable  to  accept  the  feel- 
ing that  she  is  "boring  her 
self  to  death."  She  was 
used  to  the  lavish  lifestyle 
because  she  was  a 
general's  daughter,  but 
after  marrying  George 
Tessmen  (Tyler 
Blackmore)  she  has  very 
little.   He  tries  to  give  her 
all  she  wants  because  he 
loves  her  so  much,  but  it 
doesn't  seem  to  be 
enough  because  what  she 
wants  more  than  anything 
is  for  him  to  be  interesting 
and  not  so  much  into  his 


studies  of  pathology,  his 
books  and  his  intellectual 
world.  George's  special 
study  is  that  of  medieval 
husbandry  in  Brabant. 

The  other  members  of 
the  cast  included:  Maari 
Gould  as  Julia  Tessman  or 
"Auntie  Julia";  Kristina 
Fresquez  as  Thea  Elvsted;

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Satisfying  The  Need' 


CLU's  self-styled  coffeehouse  was  an  instant 
success  for  caffeine-addicted  night  owls 


The  Need  has  became  a 
need  for  many  students  during 
the  first  three  years  or  opera- 
tion. It  started  with  two  coffee 
pots,  two  bags  of  coffee  (regu- 
lar and  decaf),  a  couple  of 
bottles  of  syrups,  hot  choco- 
late, $20,  and  two  students  — 
Shaun  Travers  and  Sarah  Rice. 

They  saw  "the  need"  for  an 
activity  that  would  happen  once 
a  week  on  campus  as  an  alter- 
native to  drinking.  They  wanted 
a  well-established  place  that 
supported  the  rules  and  com- 
munity of  CLU. 

On  the  opening 
night  in  the  Fall 
semester  of  1993, 
250  students  at- 
tended. Before  the 
mail  room  was 
added  to  the  SUB, 
there  were  only 
pool  tables  and  a 
fireplace  for  stu- 
dents to  enjoy. 
Because  of  the 
renovations,  many 
bands  had  the 
opportunity  to  play 
at  The  Need.  Even- 
tually, a  variety  in 
the  drinks  were 
added  through  the 
efforts  of  Dena 
Foose  and  Ashley  Perry. 

The  Need  was  a  volunteer, 
nonprofit  activity  held  from  1 0 
p.m.  to  2  a.m.  every  Thursday 
night.  The  four  manger  posi- 
tions filled  were  by  Bret-Jordan 
Kreiensieck,  who  handled  pub- 
lic relations,  Shane  Andersen, 
who  took  care  of  the  business, 
Emily  Aurich,  who  ran  the 
house,  and  Jason  Wilson,  who 
oversaw  business  and  shop- 
ping. All  except  Wilson,  a  fresh- 


man, were  juniors. 

The  managers  shared  the 
responsibilities  because  they 
didn't  believe  in  hierarchy.  They 
believed  if  each  gave  1 00  per- 
cent effort  than  the  result  was 
400  percent.  They  were  as- 
sisted by  freshman  Bruce  Bui, 
Kelly  Broderson  and  sopho- 
more Margaret  Robinson,  who 
opened,  closed  and  ran  the 
counter  . 

All  the  workers  started  out 
with  jobs  such  as  washing  the 
dishes,  but  if  they  were  inter- 
ested and  committed  enough

During  the  fall  semester,  The 
Need  tried  to  have  one  band  a 
month  and  three  quiet  nights  to 
study,  but  in  the  spring  semes- 
ter they  tried  to  have  more 
bands,  one  poetry  night  and 
one  quiet  night.   Kreiensieck 
commented  that  "We  try  to  pull 
in  people  through  bands  ....

How  does  one  get  fresh- 
men to  cut  loose  those 
apron  strings  and  make  a 
new  life  for  themselves  at 
California  Lutheran  Univer- 
sity? That  is  the  $64,000 
question  the  resident  as- 
sistants ask  every  year 
upon  the  influx  of  new, 
nervous,  shy  and  sad 
students. 

Creative  programs  were 
the  answer  to  make  school 
a  social  and  fun  arena 
once  again.  "It's  not  just  to 
get  them  out  of  their 
rooms,"  said  Bret-Jordan 
Kreiensieck,  an  RA  in 
Thompson,  "it's  to  help 
them  learn  about  them- 
selves." 

Pederson,  Thompson, 
Mount  Clef  and  the  halls  of 
Old  and  New  West  "have 
different  personalities," 
said  Lara  Philby,  a  first- 
year  RA  in  New  West 
South.  Freshmen  dorms 
need  more  informational 
socials  rather  than  juniors 
and  seniors  who  have 
seen  it  all  before.  "They 
(juniors  and  seniors)  need 
to  be  dazzled,"  said  Philby. 

"There's  always  a  need 
for  community  outreach," 
is  Ian  Sinks'  motto.  Sinks, 
an  RA  in  Pederson,  enjoys 
putting  on  programs  that 
involve  interaction  be- 
tween the  students  — 


especially  freshmen  -  -  and 
the  community. 

One  of  his  most  suc- 
cessful programs  was  the 
canned  food  drive  in 
which  he  encouraged 
residents  and  staff  to  do- 
nate canned  good.  Sinks 
collected  more  than  20 
grocery  bags  full  of  goods 
for  the  community. 

But  some  RAs  also  in- 
corporated other  dimen- 
sions of  their  lives  into 
their  programs  . . .  such  as 
Emily  Aurich  of  Pederson 
Hall,  who  was  also  in- 
volved with  Rotaract.  She 
incorporated  the  Rotaract 
trip  to  Mexico  with  a  cloth- 
ing drive  to  bring  clothes 
to  an  orphanage  there. 

Along  with  a  sense  of 
pride  in  doing  community 
services,  RAs  also  attempt 
to  inform  their  residents 
with  programs  that  teach 
as  well  as  entertain.  Pro- 
grams concerning  sex, 
sexually  transmitted  dis- 
eases and  general  health 
are  essential  for  today's 
students. 

Jason  Chronister,  a 
Pedersonite,  programmed 
a  viewing  of  the  Los  Ange- 
les Lakers  and  Chicago 
Bulls  game.  Afterward,  he 
discussed  the  impact  of 
HIV  and  AIDS  by  incorpo- 
rating an  idol  such  as 


Magic  Johnson,  who  was 
afflicted  with  HIV. 
Chronister  preferred  pro- 
grams that  involved  an 
open  forum  where  resi- 
dents could  discuss  ideas 
openly,  he  said. 

"It's  difficult  to  get  them 
out  here  and  be  social  said 
Philby.  One  of  the  main 
concerns  of  RAs  was  to 
organize  programs  the 
residents  found 
interesting  but  were 
productive  as  well. 
Kreiensieck  gave  a 
program  on  the 
Alexander  Tech- 
nique, a  form  of 
yoga,  to  help  the 
mind  and  body,  as 
well  as  relieve 
stress,  during  finals 
week. 

Programs  such 
as  a  trip  to  the 
Getty  Museum  or 
the  Museum  of 
Tolerance  were 
both  fun  and  edu- 
cational. 

However,  it's  hard  to 
appeal  to  everyone.  Anja 
Aulenbacher,  a  freshman, 
said:  "I  don't  go  to  the 
programs  because  they 
don't  interest  me."  She  said 
she  would  prefer  to  see 
more  programs  geared 
toward  vegetarianism  and 
religious  diversity. 
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RAs  worked  to  bring 
worthwhile  programs 
to  dorm  residents 


toward  vegetarian- 
ism and  religious 
diversity. 

RAs  thrived  on 
statements  like  this 
because  they  were 
in  constant  pursuit 
of  more  intriguing 
and  helpful  pro- 
grams. "Some  pro- 
grams you  try  and 
they  don't  work,  so 
you  do  better  next 
time,"  said  Aurich. 

"It's  good  to  help 
and  see  people 
realize  their  poten- 
tial," Chronister 
said. 

RAs  are  a  breed 
of  people  who 
devote  themselves 


to  their  residents 
whether  it  was  in 
the  programs  or  to 
lend  an  ear  at  three 
in  the  morning.  One 
obvious  symbol  of 
their  devotion  was 
The  Need,  the  CLU 
coffeehouse,  which 
was  run  by  RAs 
every  Thursday 
night.  Like  The 
Need  and  its  di- 
verse menu,  the 
RAs  of  CLU  were  a 
diverse  bunch 
putting  on  diverse 
programs  and  try- 
ing hard  to  reach  a 
diverse  student 
community.

Campus  Girl  Scouts  pro- 
vided a  link  between  college 
students  and  their  younger 
counterparts  such  as  the 
Brownies,  Juniors  and  Cadets.

It  was  a  roller  coaster  ride  for 
the  Kingsman  football  team: 
Losing  its  first  two  games,  ty- 
ing the  third  before  putting  to- 
gether a  three-game  win  streak 
that  put  the  team  in  contention 
for  a  league  title. 

La  Verne  won  the  title  outright 
with  a  31-21  victory  at  Mountclef 
Stadium  in  Coach  Joe  Harper's 
final  season  at  CLU. 

The  Kingsmen  finished  4-2  in 
the  Southern  California  Intercol- 
legiate Athletic  Conference  and 
4-4-1  overall. 

The  season  record  may  have 
been  a  wash,  but  several  indi- 
viduals had  outstanding  years. 
Fredrik  Nanhed,  for  instance,  set 
the  single-game  record  for  car- 
ries and  yardage.  The  freshman 


gained  313  yards  on  46  carries. 
His  1,236  yards  was  also  a  CLU 
record. 

Quarterback  Ryan  Huisenga,  a 
junior,  became  the  fifth  leading 
passer  in  CLU  history. 

Chris  Peltonen  became  CLU's 
all-time  leading  tackier  with  362. 

For  senior  Tyler  Blackmore,  the 
team  record  was  not  that  impor- 
tant. 

"It  was  a  year  where  we  might 
not  have  accomplished  every- 
thing we  wanted  to  on  the  field, 
but  we  built  some  memorable 
relationships,  and  that's  what's 
important." 

The  Academic  All-American 
also  noted  CLU  beat  SCIAC  rival 
Redlands  for  the  first  time  in  his 
four  years.

Regals  oh-so-close  to  NCAA  title 


Stars  in  their  eyes 


Just  four  points.  That's  all 
that  separated  the  Regals 
volleyball  from  rising  from  the 
depths  of  the  SCIAC  just  a  few 
years  ago  to  the  very  top  of  the 
NCAA  Division  III. 

The  Regals  dropped  a  15-6, 
17-19,13-15,15-11,15-11 
decision  to  Washington  Univer- 
sity at  Whitewater,  Wis.,  for  the 
NCAA  championship.  The 
come-from-behind  victory  was 
the  St.  Louis  school's  fifth 
straight  title. 

Nonetheless,  CLU  finished 
the  season  at  27-3  and  picked 
up  the  SCIAC  title  along  the 
way.  That  included  a  school- 
record  15  victories  in  a  row. 
CLU  became  the  first  team  to 


go  undefeated  (12-0)  in  the 
SCIAC  since  La  Verne  did  it  in 
1991. 

The  Regals  won  the  Mizuno 
Tournament  at  UC  San  Diego 
early  in  the  year. 

In  the  NCAA  title  chase,  the 
Regals  defeated  UC  San  Diego, 
3-1,  John  Carroll  University,  3- 
1,  and  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin, Whitewater,  3-2,  before 
losing  to  Washington. 

It  was  also  a  season  of 
individual  accomplishments 
with  the  following  records 
being  set:  Tracy  Little,  kills  26; 
Liz  Martinez,  assists,  67;  Darcy 
White,  digs,  32.  White,  an 
outside  hitter  from  Rosamond 
was  the  team's  only  senior.

"This  was  a  great  turnaround 
year  for  us  from  having  many, 
many  freshman  the  year  before 
who  became  sophomores  and 
took  that  next  step  forward  to 
develop  as  a  team  and  into  the 
future,"  Coach  Dan  Kuntz  said  of 
the  1995  Kingsmen. 

The  team  finished  9-0-1  in  the 
SCIAC  and  11-6-2  overall.  Most 
impressive  was  the  fact  that  the 
Kingsmen  began  with  three 
straight  losses  before  turning  the 
season  around. 

CLU  had  more  players  named 


to  the  All-SCIAC  first  team  than 
any  other  school,  including 
Aluede  Okohere,  who  was  the 
league's  most  valuable  player.

Fifth  time  not  a  charm  in  NCAA 


Champs  again 


Another  year,  another 
SCIAC  championship  for  the 
Regal  soccer.  Unfortunately,  it 
also  ended  in  another  loss  to 
the  University  of  California, 
San  Diego  in  the  first  round  of 
the  NCAA  Division  III  champi- 
onships. 

The  script  has  become  too 
familiar  for  the  Regals,  who  put 
together  another  in  a  series  of 
outstanding  seasons. 

The  CLU  women  finished 
the  regular  season  with  a  15-2-2 
regular-season  record,  winning 
their  fifth  consecutive  Southern 
California  Athletic  Conference 
championship. 

"I  was  disappointed  to  lose 
to  UCSD,  but  I  think  it  was 
excellent  we  won  the  SCIAC. 
We  had  a  lot  of  great  players  on 
the  team,"  senior  goalie  Amy 
Walz  said. 


And  despite  the  loss,  Walz 
said  that  game  and  a  trip  to  San 
Francisco  State  were  the  high- 
lights of  her  year.  Walz  posted 
seven  shutouts  in  goal  and  had 
a  goals-against  average  of  0.91. 

The  year  was  filled  with  a 
number  of  outstanding  indi- 
vidual performances.  Jill 
Gallegos,  a  senior  forward,  led 
the  team  with  22  goals  scored 
and  54  total  points. 

Holly  Roepke,  a  freshman 
midfielder  added  11  goals  and 
29  points  while  Kim  Holeman, 
a  sophomore  midfielder,  scored 
11  goals  and  27  points  total. 

"It  was  a  tough  season," 
said  Lara  Philby.  "We  were  up 
and  down.  We  hit  a  low  after 
the  (first)  loss  to  UCSD,  and  we 
had  to  pick  ourselves  up,  but 
we  didn't  lose  a  game  after 
that."

Despite  finishing  with  a  19- 
6  overall  mark  and  fin- 
ishing second  SCIAC  in 
the  Southern  California  Intercol- 
legiate Athletic  Conference  at  1 1- 
3,  the  Kingsmen  were  not  invited 
to  the  NCAA  Division  III  post- 
season tournament. 

That  disappointment  aside,  it 
was  still  a  season  of  success  for 
CLU  with  a  sterling  record  and 
several  outstanding  individual 
accomplishments. 

First-team  All-SCIAC  member 
Dave  Ulloa,  a  senior  guard,  paced 
the  Kingsmen  with  16.4  points 
per  game.  He  also  led  the  club  in 
steals  with  48  and  his  417  assists 
over  four  years  placed  him  No.  3 
all-time  at  CLU. 

Senior  guard  forward  Jon  Rider 
also  was  named  to  the  All-SCIAC 
first  team.  He  was  third  on  the 


club  in  scoring  with  a  12.7  ppg 
season  average.  He  also  hit  78  of 
93  free  throws  in  SCIAC  play  to 
rank  third  all-time. 

Senior  guard  Mark  Heerema 
received  second-team  All-SCIAC 
honors.  He  led  the  team  in  three- 
point  field  goals  (84)  and  per- 
centage (.464). 

Rounding  out  the  starting  five 
were  senior  forward  Nick 
Athanassakis  and  junior  center 
Andy  Saint.  Rob  Beckerley,  a 
senior  guard  was  CLU's  top 
guard  off  the  bench. 

"I  must  compliment  the  seniors 
on  their  leadership  and  for  hav- 
ing an  excellent  season  with  an 
extremely  strong  schedule,"  said 
second-year  Head  Coach  Rich 
Rider,  who  improved  his  CLU 
record  to  36-14.

CLU  wins  second  SCIAC  title 


Regals  repeat 


Winning  a  conference 
championship  is  often 
a  lock  for  a  post-sea- 
son invitation,  but  not  this  year 
as  CLU  was  13-13  overall,  but  9-3 
in  the  Southern  California  Inter- 
collegiate Athletic  Conference  to 
win  its  second  league  title. 

Three  Regals  received  All- 
SCIAC  honors:  senior  guard 
Nicole  Albert  and  junior  center 
Evi  Orologas  were  first  team, 
while  junior  guard  Melissa  Wood 
was  named  to  the  second  team. 
Albert,  a  four-year  starter, 
had  a  standout  season.  The  ball- 
handling  and  defensive  special- 
ist averaged  7  assists,  5  steals  and 
13.7  points  per  game.  She  holds 
CLU  season  records  for  most  as- 
sists (182)  and  steals  (130). 

Her  triple-double  (11  points, 
17  rebounds,  13  steals)  helped 
CLU  clinch  the  SCIAC  title  with  a 
101-100  overtime  win  at  Whit- 


tier. 

"There  were  big  expectations 
when  we  started  the  season," 
Albert  said.  "Then  we  started  los- 
ing and  not  that  many  people 
thought  we  would  win  SCIAC, 
and  we  did.  That  was  the  best 
thing  that  came  out  of  the  sea- 
son." 

Orologas  led  the  team  with 
7.7  rebounds  per  game  and  44 
total  blocked  shots.  She  is  the 
school's  career  leader  in  blocked 
shots  with  105. 

Wood  led  the  team  in  scoring 
with  16.5  ppg,  was  second  in  as- 
sists (3.0  avg.)  and  third  in  steals 
(1.7  avg.).  In  addition,  Wood  is 
the  all-time  CLU  leader  in  three- 
point  categories. 

Senior  forward  Janice  Van 
Mourik  ended  her  career  as 
CLU's  fifth-place  all-time  shot 
blocker  with  35  rejections

It's  not  all  Greek  at  Cal  Lu 


Charis.  Bonjour.  Guten  tag.  Hola. 
Nihao.  Konnichiwa. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  ways 
people  around  the  world  say  "hello." 
And  at  CLU,  students  had  a  chance  to 
study  six  foreign  languages:  Greek, 
French,  German,  Spanish,  Japanese 
and  Chinese. 

Dr.  Ernst  Tonsing  has  taught 
Greek  in  the  Religion  Department 
since  1974.  "Greek  is  very  precise, 
very  clear,"  he  said.  Almost  all  semi- 
naries require  Greek  for  admittance, 
especially  Lutherans. 

Tonsing  doesn't  teach  the  modern 
language  nor  the  ancient  Greek  that 
was  the  language  for  philosophers. 
Instead,  he  teaches  the  Greek  lan- 
guages found  in  the  Bible. 

In  a  beginner's  class,  students 
learn  the  Greek  alphabet,  grammar 
and  vocabulary.  "Thirty  percent  of 
Latin  came  out  of  Greek  and  from 
Latin  evolved  Spanish,  French  and 
English,"  he  said.  "If  you  know  Greek, 
you  can  figure  out  what's  going  on  in 
European  languages."  Each  year 
Tonsing  takes  students  to  Greece. 

"Students  love  Greece.  People  are 
very  open  and  friendly,"  Tonsing  said. 
"Greek  is  the  easiest  of  any  language 
to  study,  and  it's  truly  an  enjoyable 
experience  to  learn  it." 

French  is  its  own  department  on 
campus  and  includes  Dr.  Karen 
Renick  and  Paula  Avery.  Renick  has 
been  teaching  French  at  CLU  for  24 
years.  Her  teaching  style  is  very 
active  and  includes  not  only  the 
French  language,  but  the  nation's 
culture,  including  customs  and  food. 


When  students  visit  the  French 
Department,  they  will  be  welcomed 
to  a  typical  French  house.  Everything 
there,  even  the  soap  box  in  the 
bathroom,  was  made  in  France. 
Students  in  the  program  not  only 
watch  French  movies  and  listen  to 
French  music,  but  also  study  about 
Francophone  cultures  in  class. 

"We  also  study  about  Franco- 
phone, any  area  that  uses  French  as 
an  official  language,  such  as  Africa, 
Switzerland  and  Quebec,"  Renick 
said.  "Sometimes  (students)  go  to  a 
French  restaurant  and  order  in 
French. 

"One  advantage  of  studying 
French  at  CLU  is  the  fact  that  we 
have  small  classes,  so  each  student 
gets  individual  attention,"  Renick 
added.  She  used  the  computer  as  a 
teaching  tool,  so  student  could  get 
materials  and  updates  from  Paris. 

Dr.  Stewart  and  Dr.  Margot 
Michels  taught  German  in  the  Foreign 
Language  Department.  The  Lower 
and  upper  division  classes  have 
access  to  a  tutorial,  so  students  can 
catch  up  with  their  class  work. 

Stewart,  the  department  chair, 
explained  the  Study  Abroad  Program: 
"We  have  a  study  center  in  Bonn, 
Germany,  and  many  students  go 
there  to  study  every  year.  The  stu- 
dents have  a  lot  of  fun  (in  Germany)," 
Stewart  added.  People  in  business 
and  looking  to  the  future  in  the  new 
Europe  should  realize  the  asset  that 
the  language  of  German  will  be." 

Stewart  taught  a  class  in  German 
cinema  in  spring. 


Mary  Ann  Stuckert  joined  Dr.  Ron 
Teichman  and  Dr.  Robyn  Lowenthal 
on  the  Spanish  faculty.  Stuckert 
replaced  Dr.  Donaldo  Urioste,  who 
was  on  sabbatical. 

Spanish  was  the  most  popular 
and  familiar  foreign  language  at  CLU. 
The  l  OO-level  classes  typically  con- 
tained about  25  students,  according 
to  Stewart. 

"We  try  to  limit  the  number  of 
students  in  each  class  so  as  to  avoid 
losing  personal  contact,"  Stewart  said, 
adding,  "We  have  a  terrific  Central 
College  program  going  to  Mexico  and 
Spain.  Students  enrolled  in  these 
programs  can  study  in  Cuernavaca, 
Mexico,  or  in  Granada,  Spain. 

Kumiko  Iron  tutors  students  on 
Japanese  at  CLU.  During  the  fall, 
there  was  no  organized  Japanese 
class. 

Iron  teaches  conversation  in  her 
class.  "We  are  learning  alphabets  and 
easy  greetings,"  she  said.  "Anybody 
can  start  from  the  very  beginning.  I'm 
teaching  (Japanese)  to  many  different 
levels  of  people." 

CLU  did  not  have  an  official 
Chinese  language  class.  However, 
Xiao  Ling  Wang  from  Xian,  China,  has 
been  tutoring  students  personally 
since  fall  1995. 

"Even  tough  we  don't  have  a 
formal  class  here,  we  have  a  trip  to 
China  and  also  students  have  the 
opportunity  to  study  abroad  in 
Zenjiang  University  in  China."  she 
said.

Hands-on  training  allows  Commu- 
nication Arts  majors  to  gain  experi- 
ence necessary  for  life  after  college, 
said  Dr.  Beverly  Kelley,  chair  of  the 
Communication  Arts  Department. 

She  was  supported  by  Sharon 
Docter,  Dr.  Steve  Ames  and  Dr. 
Russell  Stockard,  along  with  part-time 
instructors  Christine  Rasmussen, 
David  Grannis,  Peter  Wechsberg  and 
Mark  Jones. 

The  department  had  many  com- 
ponents that  gave  the  students  a 
chance  to  learn  while  at  the  same 
time  gaining  experience. 

The  department  worked  with 
KCLU-FM,  the  National  Public  Radio 
station,  the  Echo  student  newspaper, 
Kairos  yearbook  and  a  television 
studio  that  produced  programs  for 
Ventura  County  Cablevision. 

"Our  Communication  Arts  Depart- 
ment can  compete  with  large  schools 
such  as  USC  and  UCLA  because  our 
kids  have  hands-on  training,"  said  Dr. 
Kelley. 

The  equipment  may  not  have 
been  the  best  available,  however,  the 
students  were  taught  the  proper 
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skills.  "My  film  class  taught  me  self- 
motivation,"  said  senior  comm  arts 
major  Matt  Smith.  "I  was  able  to  use 
my  creativity  in  a  visual  manner." 

KCLU-FM  offered  internships,  and 
one  student  who  took  advantage  of 
that  was  senior  Willie  McMahon. 

"In  the  future,  1  would  like  to  be  a 
radio  disc  jockey,  and  this  gave  me 
great  experience  in  my  field,"  he  said. 

The  Echo  also  provided  many 
learning  opportunities.  Senior  Amy 
Zurich  wrote  for  the  student  newspa- 
per during  spring  semester  in  1 994 
and  was  grateful  for  the  experience. 

"It  was  a  good  hands-on  experi- 
ence and  will  look  good  on  my 
resume,"  the  senior  comm  arts  major 
said. 

internships  were  a  successful  part 
of  the  Communication  Arts  Depart- 
ment. 

"Eighty  percent  of  the  students 
who  participated  were  offered  a  job 
with  that  company,"  Kelley  said.  She 
felt  the  department  used  internships 
better  than  most  departments. 

CLU  comm  arts  has  a  good  repu- 
tation among  large  media  corpora- 


tions. "We  have  had  a  lot  of  success 
with  KNBC  and  The  Los  Angeles 
Times,"  Kelley  said. 

The  success  is  due  largely  to  the 
strong  emphasis  put  on  writing  and 
speaking  skills.  Kelley  said  this  was 
the  most  vital  point  of  the  major.  "We 
strive  to  teach  writing  and  thinking," 
she  said. 

The  department  began  offering  a 
new  major  in  1 995-96  —  marketing  — 
because  many  corporations  were 
looking  for  individuals  with  good 
communication  and  writing  skills. 

"CLU  is  the  only  university  to  offer 
such  a  program.  It  happened  as  a 
result  of  the  cooperation  between  the 
School  of  Business  and  the  Comm 
Arts  Department,"  Kelley  said. 

But  the  main  concern  for  the 
professors  was  not  in  the  classroom. 
What  happens  beyond  the  classroom 
is  of  much  more  significance. 

"Whenever  I  need  some  extra 
help,  I  can  always  go  to  one  of  my 
professors,  and  they  will  help  me 
out,"  said  McMahon.

From  dirt  paths  to  the  information  superhighway,  Beyer's  been  here 


"I  stood  on  deck  the  whole  day 
and  got  a  beautiful  sunburn,  but  it 
was  so  exciting,  so  exciting." 

Ethel  Beyer  —  first  employee  of 
CLU  —  smiles  as  she  describes  the 
transit  through  the  Panama  Canal 
with  her  father  in  1924,  when  she 
was  16.  When  she  was  17,  she  told 
him  she  was  ready  to  work. 

Though  her  father  wanted  her  to 
go  to  college,  they  compromised 
when  they  saw  an  advertisement  to 
work  part  time,  earn  tuition  and  go  to 
business  school.  "I've  always  been 
told  l  was  independent.  I  don't  know 
whether  it  was  a  good  thing  or  not, 
but  I  don't  think  it's  done  me  too 
much  harm." 

After  retiring  in  1 952  from  an  oil 
company  where  she  had  worked  for 
27  years,  Beyer  soon  became  rest- 
less, feeling  she  was  too  young  to  be 
"quitting."  A  talk  with  her  pastor  led 
her  to  Dr.  Orville  Dahl. 

"He  asked  me  to  write  to  Dr.  Dahl, 
who  had  been  called,  so  to  speak,  to 
come  from  Minneapolis  out  to  Califor- 
nia to  establish  a  college.  I  wrote  to 
him,  and  he  wrote  back,  and  made 
an  appointment,  and  he  came  to  talk 
to  me  and  he  asked  me  to  work  with 
him,  and  that  impressed  me,  to  work 
with  him,  not  for  him." 

Even  though  Beyer  had  been  in 
California  long  enough  to  know  about 
pipe  dreams,"  she  took  the  dare  to 
write  to  Dahl  —  and  to  accept  the 
challenge  of  starting  a  new  college. 

After  the  property  for  CLU  was 
donated  by  Richard  Pederson  in 
1957,  Beyer  moved  with  her  mother 
from  Van  Nuys  to  Thousand  Oaks. 
Her  father  had  died  in  1943.  She 
doesn't  know  if  her  father  ever  for- 
gave her  lor  not  going  to  college; 
Beyer  says  she  never  asked. 

Once  in  Thousand  ( )aks,  the  work 
began  in  earnest   "1  think  1  wore  out 
more  shoes  than  I  wore  out  in  my  life 
because  we  woe  in  the  ranch  house 
and  all  the  activity  was  g<  >ing  on 
down  ai  the  fai  end  ol  i  ampus 
where  the  old  <  I  m  ken  <  oops  were." 

Running  back  and  forth  from  the 
ran<  h  house  to  <  hi<  ken  <  oops  was 
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just  the  beginning  for  Beyer.  Fetching 
chicken  diners  for  regent  meetings 
and  keeping  them  warm  in  the  oven, 
getting  lunches  for  guests  and  clean- 
ing up  afterward,  buying  Christmas 
presents  for  the  children  of  faculty 
and  staff,  even  making  curtains  for  all 
the  kitchen  was  all  part  of  starting  up 
California  Lutheran  College. 

And  then  there  was  the  weather. 
"The  first  year  we  came  out,  we  came 
in  January  ( 1 958)  and  in  February  we 
had  rains  like  California  hadn't  seen  in 
a  long  time.  A  couple  of  times  l  had  to 
stop  on  the  highway  —  then  it  was 
freeway,  of  course,  it  was  highway  - 
because  the  rain  was  so  hard  you 
could  hardly  see." 

California  Lutheran  College  was 
different  and  that  is  what  attracted 
pioneering  faculty  and  students  to 
campus.

"it  was  not  Los  Angeles  by  any 
means,  and  when  we  first  came  out 
here  there  were  about  25  houses  in 
Thousand  Oaks  and  three  of  them 
were  on  campus,"  Beyer  said. 
"Moorpark  (Road)  was  just  a  two-lane 
road,  and  fields  of  grains  or  weeds, 
whatever  you  want  to  call  them,  it 
was  very  rural,  and  I  would  think  that 
it  had  something  to  do  with  people 
wanting  to  be  in  something  fresh  and 
new,  and  not  city.  But  even  then 
UCLA  and  USC  were  big  institutions, 
and  this  was  going  to  be  different." 

This  school  was  unique.  Dahl  went 
to  an  auction  and  returned  with  a 
soda  fountain  —  complete  with 
marble  countertop,  fixtures,  booths 
and  seats  —  to  provide  a  place  for 
students  to  eat.  I  le  enlisted  the  ehel 
and  owner  ol  Redwood  Lodge  to 
come  over  and  cook  the  meals. 

s<  sveral  walnut  groves  on  the 
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campus-ranch  land  were  harvested 
and  processed  to  be  given  as  gifts 
and  to  supplement  the  college's 
income. 

She  remembers  the  many  changes 
the  campus  has  gone  through,  from 
gatherings  under  a  big  tent  with 
stagecoach  and  haywagon,  rides  to 
master  plans,  chapels  and  architec- 
ture. But  most  of  all,  she  remembers 
the  people. 

"When  we  were  still  in  our  office  in 
Hollywood,  this  one  week  it  looked 
like  we  weren't  going  to  get  any 
paychecks  because  there  just  wasn't 
that  much  money  coming  in  . . .  and  so 
we  thought,  well,  this  week  we'd  go 
without  pay.  This  Dr.  (Walter) 
Magnuson  came  in  and  left  a  check 
for  $2,500,  and  that  just  amazed  me 
because  at  that  time,  in  1958,  that 
was  a  lot  of  money" 

From  the  beginning,  Beyer  knew 
CLU  and  the  people  who  were  dedi- 
cated to  building  a  Lutheran  college 
were  special. 

"When  I  was  invited  to  come  and  be 
a  part  of  the  university,  1  felt  very 
humble  about  it  because  I  had  not 
been  to  college  myself  and  had  not 
been  a  graduate,  which  is  no  credit  to 
me,  l  guess,  but  1  just  felt  very 
humbled  about  having  been  asked  to 
be  part  of  it.  1  still  very  humble  about 
it." 

She  was  the  first  person  to  see  the  1 
alma  mater  song  when  Dahl  and  Dr. 
Bob  Zimmerman  came  into  the  office 
to  have  her  type  it  up.  To  this  day  she 
says  she  gets  "weepy"  each  time  she 
sings  it. 

She  watched  and  worked  as  financ- 
ing came  in  and  building  began.  She 
had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  first  { 
graduating  class  at  CLC  and  she  felt 
the  sadness  of  saying  goodbye  to 
Dahl. 

"Maybe  I  was  wrong  in  not  doing 
something  else,  but  that  is  where  my 
niche  turned  out  to  be  and  where  I 
stayed."

Everybody's  gotta  know  English 


The  English  Department  was 
the  place  to  be  if  you  enjoyed 
authors  such  as  Shakespeare 
and  Longfellow,  but  the  depart- 
ment also  offered  a  solid  base 
to  use  its  degree  for  nearly  any 
career. 

Students  planning  to  be- 
come teachers  formed  the 
majority  of  English  majors.  Next 
in  line  were  pre-law  students 
who  major  in  English  and  minor 
in  political  science. 

Since  CLU  is  so  close  to  the 
'entertainment  capital  of  the 
world."  creative  writers  could 
be  found  in  the  department  as 
well. 

No  course  taught  the  intrica- 
cies getting  a  book  published, 
but  the  professors  knew  the 
tricks  of  the  trade  and  were 
willing  to  help. 


English  has  remained  stable 
as  far  as  the  number  of  majors. 
Each  year  there  are  about  50 
majors  among  the  sophomore, 
junior  and  senior  classes.  It  has 
l  l  full-time  professors. 

Selected  topic  courses  for 
freshmen  were  taught  in  clus- 
ters, which  took  two  professors 
to  join  their  classes.  Since 
many  freshman  hadn't  chosen 
their  major,  the  selected  topics 
combination  was  helpful.  For 
example,  one  faculty  member 
was  knowledgeable  about  the 
Holocaust,  so  a  course  merged 
English  with  the  history  of 
World  War  11.  Another  combina- 
tion was  Scandinavian  and 
American  literature.  The  possi- 
bilities were  endless. 

Throughout  the  year,  the- 
department  sponsored  various 


events:  an  evening  of  poetry, 
coffees  for  English  majors  and 
an  evening  dinner  with  selected 
alumni.  At  the  dinner,  students 
were  given  "real  world"  advice 
about  employment  and  other 
subjects. 

1 995  was  the  first  time  the 
department  published  its  book- 
let, "The  Current  Brew."  Invita- 
tions were  mailed  to  CLU  En- 
glish alumni.  Anyone  was  wel- 
come to  submit  writing  for 
publication. 

The  English  Department 
included  Chairman  Lyle  Murley, 
Jan  Bowman,  Penny  Cefola, 
Susan  Corey,  Melvyn 
Haberman,  Susan  Hahn,  Jack 
Ledbetter,  Marsha  Markman, 
Sigmar  Schwartz,  Gerry

The  focus  of  philosophy  at  Califor- 
nia Lutheran  University  is  different 
than  at  larger  universities,  according 
to  Dr.  Nathan  Tierney,  assistant 
professor  of  philosophy. 

The  Australia  native  and  professor 
at  CLU  since  1 990  specializes  in 
courses  that  cover  ethics.  He  is  one 
of  three  professors  in  the  Philosophy 
Department.  The  others  include  Dr. 
Xiang  Chen,  a  native  of  China  who 
specializes  in  the  philosophy  and 
history  of  science  and  Oriental  phi- 
losophy, and  Dr.  William  Bersley, 
who  has  taught  classes  in  the  history 
of  philosophy  and  philosophy  of 
religion,  among  others.  Dr.  Bersley 
was  on  sabbatical  this  year. 

"Philosophy  at  CLU  is  focused  on 
developing  the  whole  person," 
Tierney  said.  This  focus  is  possible 
because  of  the  small  size  of  the 
university  and  the  small  number  of 
philosophy  majors  — just  nine. 

Tierney  attributes  the  low  number 
to  the  difficulty  associated  with  phi- 
losophy. "The  main  reason  (for  the 
low  numbers)  is  it  perceived  as,  an<  I  n 
is,  hard,"  he  said. 

The  enrollment  is  up  from  the 
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previous  year,  however,  and  Tierney 
is  excited  about  the  present  and  the 
future  of  the  department. 

The  department  added  Dr.  Henry 
Talifer,  professor  of  the  Adult  Degree 
Education  Program  and  Graduate 
Studies.  He  replaced  Dr.  Bersley 
during  sabbatical  and  taught  the  new 
humanities  capstone  course  for 
seniors  in  the  Spring. 

Tierney  highlighted  the  new 
Internet  resources  as  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  department. 

"1  am  excited  by  the  expansion  of 
philosophy  resources  on  the  Internet," 
Tierney  said.  Students  are  encour- 
aged to  use  the  Internet,  and  some 
classes,  such  as  the  Humanities 
Tutorial,  require  students  to  write  and 
send  journals  over  the  Internet. 

Tierney  also  said  he  is  pleased 
with  the  progress  of  the  Philosophy 
Club  on  campus.  The  club,  known  for 
having  few  members,  has  grown  with 
the  help  of  Tierney  and  senior  Jon 
Rogers.  The  club  emphasizes  "phi- 
losophy integrated  with  experience," 
Tierney  said. 

Rogers,  a  double  major  in  English 
and  philosophy  and  the  departmental 


assistant,  tried  to  increase  the  clubs 
activities.  "In  the  past,  the  Philosophy 
Club  has  had  a  low  turnout,  but  this 
year  I  tried  to  make  it  more  applicable 
to  our  own  lives,"  Rogers  said. 

He  jokingly  compares  his  choice 
of  philosophy  major  to  Saul  on  the 
road  to  Damascus.  He  said  the 
names  of  the  great  philosophers 
came  to  him  in  a  blinding  light. 
Though  his  real  reason  for  choosing 
philosophy  is  love  for  it.  "I  love  it 
because  I  love  thinking  about  who  I 
am.  It  brings  life  into  focus,  makes  it 
my  own." 

However,  the  size  also  has  its 
negative  effects.  Because  of  the 
limited  number  of  students,  fewer 
classes  are  offered. 

"I'd  like  to  see  fresh  things," 
Rogers  said.  "The  offerings  (of 
classes)  is  stifling." 

He  added,  however,  that  though 
the  desired  classes  are  limited,  he 
was  fortunate  to  have  been  allowed 
to  do  so  many  independent  study 
projects.  These  have  "altered  him 
irrevocably,"  he  said.

Questioning  established  beliefs 


The  Religion  Department  is 
committed  to  establishing  a 
healthy  environment  where 
critical  religions  thinking  is 
integrated  with  various  aca- 
demic courses.  This  means 
students  are  able  to  contem- 
plate clearly  the  world  around 
them,  said  Dr.  Joseph  Everson, 
department  chair. 

The  department  consists  of 
five  full-time  professors,  Dr.  E.F. 
Tonsing,  Dr.  Jarvis  Streeter,  Dr. 
Deborah  Sills,  Dr.  Pamela 
Brubaker,  Everson,  and  four 
part-time  professors,  Dr.  Byron 
Swanson,  Dr.  Pat  Mitchell,  Marit 
Trelstad  and  Bishop  Dr.  Paul 
Egertson. 

A  concentration  was  placed 
on  the  expanse  of  elective 
courses  in  1995,  making  them 
more  relevant  in  an  increasingly 
small  world,  Everson  said.  The 
courses  offered  addressed  the 
Christian  and  Jewish  faiths, 
world  religions,  the  role  of 
women  in  religion  and  environ- 
mental ethics. 

"(The  Religion  Department) 
wants  to  assure  that  we  are 
offering  interesting  and  relevant 


electives  on  important  issues," 
Everson  said. 

In  the  spring,  Pat  Mitchell,  a 
visiting  professor  of  philosophy 
and  religion  from  St.  John's 
Seminary  in  Camarillo,  taught  a 
course  in  contemporary  Catho- 
lic issues. 

The  department  maintained 
a  close  working  dialogue  with 
other  campus  departments. 
The  idea  is  to  allow  students  to 
take  an  academic  approach  to 
religion  so  they  will  carry  away 
from  Cal  Lutheran  a  spiritual 
knowledge  combined  with  a 
logical  one,  Everson  said. 

"You  can  know  all  about 
how  to  make  a  living,  but  do 
you  know  how  to  live?  We  want 
students  to  take  away  a  sense 
of  respect  for  those  who  are 
other  than  us  in  the  world," 
Everson  said. 

This  was  the  second  year  he 
and  Michael  Arndt,  a  professor 
in  the  Drama  Department, 
worked  as  a  team  in  a  global 
studies  class  involving  drama 
and  religion.  Everson  said  the 
class  is  designed  to  give  stu- 
dents a  broader  view  concern- 


ing ritual. 

California  Lutheran  Univer- 
sity was  among  28  schools  that 
offered  a  program  shaped  in 
the  Lutheran  tradition. 

"Martin  Luther  was  an  intel- 
lectual who  rebelled  against  the 
system  and  questioned  the 
established  belief  system," 
Everson  said. 

"The  faculty  is  incredible," 
said  Marisa  Bell,  a  senior  reli- 
gion major. 

In  an  attempt  to  branch  out 
for  the  future,  the  department 
established  the  Gerhard  and 
Olga  Chair  for  1 997-98  to  bring 
more  distinguished  visitors  to 
CLU  to  teach  courses. 

The  Religion  Department 
taught  that  one  must  have  a 
little  distance  to  view  things 
historically  and  critically, 
Everson  said.  Moving  into  the 
future,  Everson  said  the  goal  of 
the  department  is  to  make  this 
its  ideal  and  to  bring  students 
to  a  well-rounded  thought  pro- 
cess involving  the  world 
around  them.
